died at his home, 2700 Central ave- 
nue, 
Alameda, this morning. 
Death 


was probably due to ptomaine pois- 
oning. 
He returned Tuesday from a 


business trip to the" East and 
has 


since his arrival hero. 


Judge Waymire was born in Bu- 


chajmn county, Missouri, December 
9, 1842. He «-as the son of Stephen 
and .M. E. Waymire, the former be- 
ing uf German descent anil the lat- 
ter of Irish ancestry. His father was 
a carpenter and farmer, owning 
a 


farm near St. Louis. 


In 1852 Waymire, with his mother 
and two brothers, came to the Pa- 
cific Coast over land following 
the 


old Oregon trail, and 
settled 
near 


Roseberg, Oregon. 
Young Waymire 


there spent his early life on the farm, 
and devoted his leisure momenta to 
study 
At the age of seventeen years 


he had acquired a fair knowledge of 
Latin, and the rudiments of Greek. 


WAS XEWSPAPEK MAJT. 


He then engaged in teaching and 


was thus employed when 
the 
war 


broke out, having also in the mean- 
time been a newspaper reporter. He 
at once enlinted in the Union army, 
and was promoted to first lieuten- 
ant, 
as such specially distinguishing 


himpelf in an engagement with 
the 


Indians. He remained in the service 
for five years and a half. 
During this time, and subsequently, 


Waymire studied law, and was 
ad- 


mitted to the bar of 
the 
supreme 


court 
of Oregon in 1870. The win- 
ter of 1869 and '70 he was employed 
reporting proceedings at Sacramento, 
and during that period formed the 
acquaintance 
of many 
urominent 


men in this state. 
In 1874 he removed to San Fran- 


cisco and began the practice of law 
there In May, 1875. Ir October, 1881, 
he was appointed by Governor Per- 
kins to flll a vacancy created by 
death on the bench of ttje Superior 
Court. He made an enviable record 
as a judge and at the end of hi* 
term was: nominated by the Republi- 
can party for re-election, 
But it was an off yeAr for the Re- 
publicans and he was defeated, polling, 
however, the hiKhost vote of all Rcpuh- 
lican candidates in the contert. running 
TOOO votes ahead of the party candidate 
for Governor. 
In February. 1SSS, Judse Waymire was 


elected by the encampment of the G. 
A. R. a member of the California Vet- 
eran Home Association, for the term of 
flve years. In March of the same year

A Great City Maligned. 


Mayor McCarthy shines with greater effulgence than he has 


heretofore developed'in a defense of ?an Francisco from the malig- 
nant aspersions of the Bulletin. That paper, to make its political 
point, is willing to inflict any injury upon the city. It would have 
the vilest conditions to exist in order to show that the Mayor is 
responsible for them. 


One of the filings it charge-- is that there are sc\ cnty thousand 


prostitutes in the city. It doe* not charge this in sorrow and shame, 
but with great apparent satisfaction, because it thus establishes a 
premise for the denunciation of the Mayor. 


It is to be said that the Mayor answers in kind. He is not the 


sort of person to «it quietly while anybody is calling names. 
He 


gathers him.-elf and engages in language. With more violence than 
is necessary in a statement that can be proved or disproved by the 
census returns he declares there are scarcely more than 70,000 
woinen altogether in San Francisco today. To accept the Bulletin's 
representations they would all have to be bad. The Mayor makes 
a point here. 


But those \\lio uish the Mayor well- in this controversy are 


slightly disquieted that he replies to the Bulletin misrepresentation 
in bulletinese. Alter denying the allegation it is not always neces- 
sary to defy the allegator. It is surprising how accurately the pub- 
lic gauges reckless accusation and denunciatiqjf. 
The gross changes 


that have wrought up the San Francisco Mayor to such a pitch 
have not impre-scd anybody else at all. All others consider the 
source, remember the record and let it go at that. Mayor McCarthy 
would have gained ground with discerning people if he had merely 
declared the newspaper which attacks him to be the hypotheneuse 
of a right-angled triangle, and gone on about his business. 


If any are given to inquire what is the matter frith San Fran- 


cisco let 'them "pc-ricler this incident. 
We who have the intimate 


perspective may not be impressed by it: but the person at the clis- 
.tance who may be looking this way reads in a San Francisco 
newspaper that there are 70,000 prostitutes in that city, and is too 
likely to infer that other social conditions are in proportion. 


Nothing to Fear From Milwaukee. 


The election of a Socialist Mayor at Milwaukee is said in a 


dispatch to make Washington gasp. 
Meaning that the statesmen 


,of the nation have some fears of a political cataclysm. 
Instances 


are not rare in the history of nations where radical elements, parties 
-with new panaceas for government ills and plans for conserving- 
amman interests, have succeeded to power. 
The British govern- 


ment today has adopted policies that probably would have made 
•Gladstone gasp—certainly D'Israeli. 
In all governments that ap- 


proach the representative form, through political exigency, through 
itelure of dominant parties and factions to satisfy the masses on 
{particular issues, through dissatisfaction with leaders and through 
sthe rise or exceptional agitators, we may expect at intervals the 
reins to fall into strange and unaccustomed hands, and some of the 
theories of go\«.niment advanced from the cracker box and the un- 
accustomed r. .strum to be tried. 


In quite recent fines \\ e have had experience along these lines. 


The Populi-tie uprising, though not general, was distinctly Social- 
istic. It wa.- characterized by the same general spirit that all such 
movements po-<e-s—the disposition to "soak" those who have 
something for the benefit ot those who have nothing and who think 
the reason for it reticles elsewhere than with themselves. 


The Washington dispatch has it that the appearance of a So- 


cialist representative in Congress will mark an era. That era was 
marked when "sockless" Jerry Simpson went on fiom Kansas. 
It 


did not turn out to be much of an era. either. The Kansan disaf- 
•fection was begot of drought and hard times. A near view of the 
-hated capitalist was afforded through.his large holding of Kansas 
.mortgage-; that had to he foreclosed.

proved Populism declined. 
It soon died out altogether.

After denying the allegation it is not always neces- 
sary to defy the allegator. It is surprising how accurately the pub- 
lic gauges reckless accusation and'denunciation. The gross charges 
that have wrought up the San Francisco Mayor to such a pitch 
have not impressed anybody else at all. All others consider the 
source, remember the record and let it go at that. Mayor McCarthy 
•would ha\c gained ground with discerning people if he had merely 
declared the newspaper which attacks him to be the hypotheneuse 
of a right-angled triangle, and gone on about his business. 


If any are given to inquire what is the matter with San Fran- 


cisco let them ponder this incident. We who have the intimate 
perspective may not be impressed by it: but the person at the dis- 
tance who may be looking this way reads in a San Francisco 
newspaper that there are 70,000 prostitutes in that city, and is too 
likely to infer that other social conditions are in proportion. 


Nothing to Fear From Milwaukee.

Instances 
are-not rare in the history of nations where radical elements, parties 
-with new panaceas for government ills and plans for conserving 
3niTnan interests, have succeeded to power. The British govern- 
ment today has adopted policies that probably would have made 
^Gladstone gasp—certainly D'Israeli. In all governments that ap- 
Fproach the representative form, through political exigency, through 
^failure of dominant parties and factions to satisfy the masses on 
^particular issues, through dissatisfaction with leaders and through 
ithe rise of exceptional agitators, we may expect at intervals the 
reins to fall into strange and unaccustomed hands, and some of the 
theories of government advanced from the cracker box and the un- 
accustomed rostrum to be tried. 


In quite recent times v\ e have had experience along these lines. 


The Po!>ulistic uprising, though not general, was distinctly Social- 
istic. It ua.- characterized by the same general spirit that all such 
movements possess—the disposition to "soak" those who have 
something for the benefit of those who have nothing and who think 
the reason for it resides elsewhere than with themselves. 


The Washington dispatch has it that the appearanc'e of a- So- 


cialist representative in Congress will mark an era. That era was 
marked when "sockless" Jerry Simpson went on ftom Kansas. 
It 


did not turn out to be much of an era, either. The Kansan disaf- 
fection was begot of drought and hard times. A near view of the 
liated capitalist was afforded through his large holding of Kansas 
•mortgages that had 10 be foreclosed.
